HE .canfits of the inferior planers (Venus and Mercury) over the~Sun’s dik, 
according to the learned in aftronomy, were unknown to the ancients.. The 
firil (that we have any account of) who thought of thefe phenomena, was the learn- 
{i Kepler, who flourithed about the beginning of the fixteenth century. He de- 


clared in fome of his writings, chat no fuch thing could happen of Venus in all that 
century, nor tillthe year 1761: but in this that great man was miftakens Mr. 
VFeromiah Harrox, an English aftronomer, and of a remarkable genius, after he had} 
corre ted Kepler’s Rudolphine Tabies, pred cted a tranfit of Venus to happen on 
lthe 24th of November 1639, O. S. which he had the fatisfaétion of fecing verify- 
ted by obfrvation. he day arrived, and he waited with a great deal of impatience, 
fat length faw Venus enter the Srn’s difk at a quarter after three in the afternoon; 
‘but how near this obfervation agreed with his calculation, we have no account of :éa« 
{This was the firft perfon that ever faw Venus on the Sun. ti x 

| About the beginning of the 17th century, lived what prince of aftrononiers, Dr. 
EDMUND HALLEY, who was of a genins and penetration not to be defcribed in 
few words. He thought thefe tranfits not unworthy his notice, neither was he 
ons in difcovering what ufe to make of them: he fuificiently demonftrated chat by 
two obfervations arade of Venus on the Sun’s difk, at two remote parts of. the 
world, at one and the fame moment of time, the parallax of the Sun, and from 
ithence the Sun’s diflance from the earth, may be ditcovered within the five hun, 

‘dredth part of the whole. A problem this, that has hitherto puzzled the wits of 
the aftronomers of all nations. He pointed out the tran‘it that happened on: the 
fixth of June 1761 as 4 convenient one for this important obfervation ; and recon 
mended it in the ftrongeft terms, not to let flip this opportunity of making fo grand) 
adifcovery. Accordingly hislate Majefty King George II. (who ever pleafed: with 
the promotion of arts and fciences) ordered and provided for able mathematicians to 
be fent into Afia and Africa, and at the fame time. all necelary preparations to be 
made at his royal obfervatory at Greenwich, in order to obtain as accurate an ob- 
fervation as poffible of theexpeéted tranfits f : 

AMERICA, at the fame time, was not unthoughtful of the prize in view. The 
Mafiachufets, (emulated by a noble zeal for polite knowledge) by order of their 
General Court, fent an eminent mathematician to St. Jolin’s, in New foundiand, 
to make obfervations of Venus on the fun; this being the nearett place to Bofton, 
(according toa calculation he had made beforehand) at which a proper obfervation 
could be made. This gentleman was not difappointed, for on the Morning of the 
fixth of June, according to his expectation, he faw the fun rife with Venus on its 
difk. Iam not going to relate the obfervation, but fure I am it was a molt agree- 
lable fight. “Fhis obfervation at Newfoundland, perhaps was performed with as 
great accuracy as any in Europe. ‘ ae ,

The Life and education of the famous PASCAL PAOLI, “at present” Commander in 
in Chief of the CORSICANS, avith a defeription of his perfon and behaviuur, By 
James Bolwell; Ejy; avhomadé a voyage to Corfica, om purpofe to vilit. him. 


ASCAL PAOLT, was fecond foi to the old chief Giacinto Paoli. He had been edv- 
cated with great ‘care by his father, w&oformed his taite for letters, and infpired 
‘Whim with every worthy and noble fentiment. He was born in Corfica, where he re- 
mained 'ldng enough, to contraé¥ a love ‘and attachment to his country, and to feel 
ithe oppreffion under which it groaned. : 
When the patriots were totally crufhed by the marquis de Maillebois, his father 
teoi young Paoli to Naples, where he had the advantage of attending the academy, 
{got 2 commiflion as an officer in that fervice, and was ‘much about court. 

Here he lived twelve or thirteen years, ‘cultivating’the great powers with which 
nature had endowed him, and laying the foundation of thofe grand defigns, which 
she had early formed for the deliverance of his country, * D 
. His reptation became fo great among the Corficans. that he received the ftrong- 
eft invitations tocome ‘over and take the command. He embarked in the glorious 
enterprife, ftimulated by géneroug “ambition, and undifinayed by a coafideration of! 
the dangers, the cares, and the uncertainty which he wat about to encounter. 
There was fornething particularly affe@ting, in his parting from his father; the old 
man, hoary and gray with years, fell on his neck, and kiffed him, gave him his bleft- 
ing, and witha broken feeble voice, encouraged him in the underteking, on which 
he was entering; My fon, faid he, «I may poffibly.- never fee you more; but in my 
« mind, I shallever be prefent with yous Your defign is a great and noble one, and 
* Idonbt not but Ged will blefS you init. _The little which remains to me of life, 
«I wili allot to yeur caufe, in offering up my prayers and fapplizations to heaven for' 
* your protettion and profperity.’? Having again embraced him they parted. 
Pafcal Paoli no fooner appeared in the ifland, than be attraéted the attention off) 
very body. His carriage and deportment prejudiced them in his favour, and his fa- 
periour judgment, and patriotick Ypirit, difplayed with all tlie force of eloquence 
harmed their underftandings. “All this, heightened: with condefcenfion, affability ; 
and modefty, entirely won him their hearts. A'’way was open for him to the fu-} 
pieme command, and he was called to it by the unanimous voice of his coifntrymen-

{ 7 HEN I at laft came within fight of Sollacaro, where Paoli was, 1 could not 

W help being under confiderable anxiety. My ideas of him had been greatly’ 
heightened by the converfations I had held with all forts of peeple in the ifland, they 
having reprefented him to me as fomethinz. above humanity. I had the fronget 
dlefize to fee fo exalted a charaéter ; but I feared that Ifhould be unable to give a 
proper account why I had prefumed to trouble him with a vifit, and that I fhould Gnk 
to cothing before him. -I alrooft wifhed yet to goback without feeing him. Thefe 
workings of fenfibility employed my mind till I rode thro’ the village and came up to 
he honfe whete-he was lodged. rae ear ; ( 

I patt thro’ the guards, and was met by fome of the general’s people, who con- 
Muéted me into anantichamber, where were feveral gentlemen in waiting. “Signor 
Boccociampe, had notified my arrival, and I was fhewn into Pgoli’s'room, I found 4 
him alone, and was ftruck with his appearance: He is tall, ftrong and wellf 
made ; of a fair complexion, a fenfible, free, and open conatenance, and a manly ,} 
and noble-carriage.

This interview was for a while very fevere upon. me, Lwas much relieved. when his 
eferve wore off, and he began to fpeak more. | Lthenventured.to addrefs him with 
this compliment to the Corficans. “ Sir, I am upon my travels, and have lately, 
« vifited Rome. Iam come from feeing the ruins of one brave and free, people ;

«© This. creature,’ fays Nieremberg, a very Lkellipent traveller, “ has all the 
proportions of a man, except that he is larger, His cyes ae funk in his head, he 
has loag hair on each cheek, his face is without seh: covering, as are likewile his 
cars and his hands.~ His body is flighily covered with feft hair, and his iimbs diffe: 
tittle from thofe of a man, except that ne has not calves to his legs. Notwith- 
ftanding this he‘ walks always upright, fleeps onthe branches of trees, and_ builds 
himfelf an. het which ferves to defend him from the injaries of t+: weather. He; 
lives Upoa'wild fruits, and never upon fiefh. He cannot fpeak, tho’ poileifed of 
wore underftanding than other animals, When the negroes make a fire in the 
woods, the Orang Ourang come and fit down round it to warm themielves, 
the fame time they have not underitanding enough to continue the fire with frets. 
fuel, They mof frequently march if companies, and often kill the negroes whet 
they happento mect them ata diftance from fuecour., They attack’ ail animal: 
even the elephant himfeif, whom they beat with clubs, and chace from their fore! 
‘© Thefe creartures,’’ the hiftorian continues to obferve,. ** are not eafily taken a- 
live, becaufe of their amazing ftrength, one of them fing!y being a match in merc 
brutal force for ten men, They are therefore tamed by taking them when very 
young, the female carrying her cubs as women do théir children. When any o: 
thefe animals die, the reft cover his bod dy with leaves iand the branches of trees,”” 

Such.is.the account that travellers give of this extraordinary creature ; aud thai 
which was feen by Mr. Buffon himfelf, was not lefs furprizing. ‘This creature a: 
ways went upon two legs; andthat even when he carried heavy burthens on his 
fhoulders. His air was grave and melancholy, his gait-flow and folemn, his natural 
difpofition gentle, and quite different from that of other apes. He had neither th 
reftiefs impatience of the chimpanzee, nor the mifchievous difpofition of the ba- 
boon, nor the extravagant caprice of the monkey. | One would hove faid ‘that he 
had been well educated, but the other apes which had received a fimilar’ education 
were by no means his equals i inany refpect. A fign or a word were sient to 
put the Orang ‘Outang into adtion,- but nothing but ftripes and whips could reduce’ 
‘ithe baboon to his good behaviour. « T have feen this animal,’’ fays Mr. Baffon, 
‘© offer his hand to gentlemen and ladies who came to fee him, and walk gravely}: 
along with them, ag iF waking one of the company. I have fcen him fit at tabie, 
unfold his napkin, and wipe his lips, make ufe of his knife and “fork, pour ont his! 
drink into a glafs, and chink it with thofe of the company, take his cup aud: faucer} 
put in fugar, pour ont the tea, and ftir it in-order to let it cool: All this at the 
command of his matter, and often without any bidding. He did no miichief what 
foever, but often offered himfelf to be carrefled by ftrangers, He was particularly 
fond of comfits, which every {pe@ator bringing him continually, he got a defluxion| 
npon the lungs witha cough of which he died. He generally eat of every thing 
that was prefented t to him, but he preferred dried ripe fruits'to all.other food. He 
drank wine,‘ tho” in fall quantities, or any other vert liquors,”” 

«I have feen,*? fays another traveller, « at Java, a very Extraordinary crea- 
ture of the ape kind: it was the female. of a tall {tature, and walked upright bpon 
its hinder legs. Its face was without hair, except the eye-brows, and ‘very much 
refembled that of an Hottentot. Every morning it very regularly made its own! 
bed, at night laid down with the head upon the bolfter, and covered itfelf with 
the quilt : when its head ached, it wrapped an handkerchief round it, and in this 
drefs looked very comically.”

And*firlt, it differs 
fom man in the fhape of the nofe which is flat, the forehead which is very low, 
ihe chin which does not point out at the bafe, the ears are too large in proportion, 
its eyes too clofe toeach other, and, the interval between the nofe and mouth 
roo large. Thefe are the differences in the face of this animal, The body andi 
himbs differ in this, that the thighs are proportionably too fhort ; the arms too long, 
the thuinbs too fmatl, the palm of the hand too long and narrow, the feet made 
more refembling the hands than thofe of menare. 

Internally this creature differs in the number of the ribs ; man has but twelve of 
in fide, the Orang Outang has thirteen. The vertebrx alfo of the neck are fhorter 
‘the bones of the pelvis more narrow, and the orbits of the eyes more deeply funk 
into the fkull. The bladder and gall bladder are longer and more narrow than in 
men, and fuch are the only differences. In other refpeés, the fimilitude of com- 
‘ormation between this-creature and man, may at once excite our aftonifhment and 
humility. For example, the tongue is in every refpeét like ours, as are all the other 
organs of voice, and yet thiscreature has not the gift of -fpeech. The brain is 
like ours, and yet this creature cannot think. Nothing furely can be a more con- 
vincing proof that matter alone, however modified, can never produce thought or 
fpeech, unlef$ endowed with a principle fuperior to matter : I mean with a reafon- 
lable foul. In how: few exterior qualities does man excel this creature ?----Scarceh 
inany. Let us view the fuvage man of Africa, even with the advantages which he 
has reaped from fociety, and Orang Ouraug will feem to have the advantage of] 
figure. The head covered with ftaring hair, or curled wool, the vifage deformed by 
a Jong beard, with thick hanging eye-brows that fhade his eyes, and take away the 
majefty of his character. The lips thick and prominent, the nofe Matted to the 
“iface, the looks cither ftupid or fierce , the body and limbs covered with hair, the 
fkin like hardened Jeather, aud the nails leig, crooked and fharp; this lord of 
mature fitting upon his haunches, covered with a craft of ordure. Such is man in his! 
tate approaching favage or folitary nature ; and furely inthis pitture, there is no-} 
thing that an Orang Outang, if he had fenfe, could envys But he has no fenfe, this 
is the line that infallibly feparates him and man the lord of the creation. Any} 
animal endowed. with underfianding, would foon like man become formidable in 
creation, and might ar laft, perhaps, difpute with him rhe maftery ef the: world. 
However near man may be in formto the ape, vet the internal between them is 
immenfe ; fice, internally, man js furniihed with thought, and externally with 
the powers of giving that thought expre ffiou.
